RIOTOUB DISTURHANCE IN THH ELEVENTH WARD—
DESTERATE CONFLIOT EBETWEEN THE FOLICE AND
THE RIOTERS, .

About twelve o'clock on Wednesday night a desperste
coutliet took place belween tMrF-ﬁno of the Kiavemth
ward and some twenty or thirty rioters, in whioch maay
Linid knocks were given on both sides. Oneof the rictess
had hiz arm broken, and the cemon  received
considerable injury, Captsin Squires, of that distriet
peilee, gives the followi nount of the sffeir
om the return made to the Chlef of Police. This was one
of the most Dloody and deapezste Sghts that hins ever os-
curred In this di-tiiot 1t took plaze at the Londonderry
Hunw,, in Kleveath street, near the Dry Dosk, a litsle be-
fore 12 o'cloch. on Wednesday night. The portar honss
was ful' of fighting, and disorder going ow lnside, when
¢Mlicer Bourue epeaed the door for the purpose of re-
storing quiet; but be had soarcely entered when Lis was

fell:d by a blow from s ecarl rumg. Officers Wads
and  Stoughlon next oame to rescus  of
their swsocinte officer, but were each kuosked

down the moment they entered the door. Wade was
held inside, and the door closed npon him, He was them
{ump«l upon and best in the most shocking manaer; pei

e still retsined his grasp upon his club, and Aeslly re-
guived his (est, when, with an energy lent him by the
occarion, he kept his wesailants at bay, layimg them
right and Jeft, till n reinforenment arrived and durat o jan
the door, when the fight beeams general and desperate.
Foyrieen of the desperndoes were fmally eaptured
wud Lrought to tha station house by the offi-
cers, each ome of the officers and prisoosrs
reehing nud streamiog in blood, The plase of thn eon-
fliet presented the appearance of a slaughier houne.
Offirera Wade snd Stoughton were badly cut upon their
Beads and other parts of thelr bodies, Ir wounads
were deesced by De. Kimbaek  O'Lers were wmors or less
injured. Al ihe asnilants bore macks of the fight, one
of them hiviug his srm broken, besides showing othee
evidenoes of “elob poup.” It was a desperate confliet,
and the cfiicers bobaved most nobly, each cne sseming to-
forget hiv own personal danger in hia eifrts for the
aafoty of Lis comrades. Muoch oredit js dos to Mr. Jud-
son Jennings and George Elliott, two citizens, who, on
lenrping of the fracas, eame to the ald of the officers and
rendored them important service. A collsotion of the
weapose taken from the prisoners may be seen at Fesex

Marhiet Police Court. Among them is & soraper ussd fec
seraping chips’ bottomas, witha short bandle. On the
edge of the serapor were hair and blood, showing it had

been usted on the officers’ hoads.
